Mrs. Sprague and Neighbors Relate 


Incidents of Night When Mur­ 


der Was Committed. 


A country romance was laid bare 
in the Ben Noble trial late this after­ 
noon, when Fred Whipple, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. William 
Whipple, liv ing 
southeast of Bimev , Decatur county , 
testified in cross ex amination. In di­ 
rect ex amination y oung Whipple tes­ 
tified to many things detrimental to 
the defense and helpful to the State, 
ithat he had heard Ben Noble say and 
saw him do many things that might 
arouse suspicion against him. Whip­ 
ple’s testimony 
seemed 
especially 
degratory for the 
defense and at 
times was bordering on sarcasm. 
The State finished with its witness 
and y oung "Whipple was turned ov er 
to the 
defense, 
J ohn 
Osborne of 
Greensburg taking him in hand. 
“ Let me see, y ou courted the same 
girl, didn’t y ou?” questioned the at­ 
torney . 
“ Well, y es,” hesitated the witness. 
“ And he got the girl away from 
y ou!” 
“ Yes,” with still more hesitancy . 
“ But I didn’t care for 
the girl,” 
was the rejoincr. 
“ You didn’t care for her, y et y ou 
paid attentions to her right along!” 
“ Oh. I cared for her in a sociable 
way ,” said Whipple. 
“ Isn’t Ben Noble y our friend,” said 
the attorney . 
“ He was my friend and I thought 
he was my friend, just 
like Albert 
Sprague thought he was his friend.” 
“ You thought he was y our friend, 
y ou say ?” 
“ Yes.” 
“ That is y ou thought he was y our 
friend until lie ‘beat y our time,’ isn’t 
that it?” 
The witness was somewhat mix ed 
and he muttered that he thought No­ 
ble was his friend all the 
time, but 
that he did not know whether or not 
Noble was his friend. 
“ Well, now isn’t it a fact that- Ben 
Noble was y our friend up until the 
time he got y our girl away from 
y ou?” asked the defendant’s attor- 


li ey . 
“ Yes sir, and lie was my 
friend 
after that.” 
“ Is he y our friend now?” 
“ I don’t know.” 
“ What is the name of the y oung 
woman whom y ou courted?” 
“ Carey Wiley ,” replied 
Whipple. 
“ She liv ed three miles west of Bir- 


ft 
ney . 
“ I will ask y ou, Mr. Whipple, if it 
isn' t a fact that y oufcrent to see Miss 
Wiley one Sunday and that Noble 
was already there?” 
“ No, I 
started, but I nev er 
got 
there,” replied Whipple. 
“ Well, isn’t it a fact that y ou drov e 
back and that Noble and Miss Wiley 
drov e along in a buggy behind y ou. 
That they finally whipped their horse 
and drov e past y ou. making y ou v ery 
angry *?” 
“ I 
don’t 
remember,” 
answered 
y oung Whipple. 


“ Will y ou answer me this. 
Didn’t 
y ou bear a false message from Miss 


Wiley to Ben Noble, purporting to 
tell him that Miss Wiley had another 
engagement and that she 
did not 
want him to come on the following 
Saturday and Sunday . 
And didn’t 
y ou go to see her y ourself?” 
“ No sir.” 
It was a v ery strong 
denial. 
In direct ex amination y oung Whip­ 
ple testified he saw Noble in Birney 
about elev en o’clock on the night of 
the murder and that lie talked with 
Noble the nex t morning, 
when the 
prisoner said that he would like to 
(hav e been there when that coward 
killed Sprague. He related what was 
spoken in other conv ersations with 
Noble prior to the murder, he alleg­ 
ing that Noble 
said at one 
time, 
“ There’ll be 
hell 
raised on 
the 
Sprague farm if different 
arrange­ 
ments are not made.” 
lie said lie 
saw the gun at the Sprague home the 
morning following the murder and 
that it lool&d like it had been shot 
recently . 
W. E. Whipple, 
father of 
Fred 
Whipple, was on the stand just be­ 
fore liis so m and testified that he was 
at the Sprague home shortly after 
the 
murder had 
been 
discov ered. 
Whipple 
testified he saw 
shotgun 
wads on the floor and that Noble said 
to him, “ The man who killed him. 
had a dammed hard heart in him.” 
The 
defense 
subpoenaed all the 
members of the Webb family , ev i­ 
dently believ ing their testimony ben­ 
eficial to their case. 
Prank 
\J T. 
Kean, a 
restaurant 
keeper of Birney , testified that Noble 
cashed a cheek for $6 signed by Al­ 
bert Sprague, at his place the Srnda.v 
afternoon before the 
night of the 
murder. 
The check was introduced 
as ev idence and the State in argu­ 
ment alleged that the paper had been 
forged. 
The defense objected and 
the jury was dismissed for dinner, 
while the attorney s argued the ques­ 
tion. 
During the dinner hour court de­ 
cisions were consulted anti after din­ 
ner the court ov erruled th r obiections 
of the defense. 
The defendants had 
their objections made a matter of 
court record. 
Walter W. 
Bonner, a

Greensburg testified that he was ac­ 
quainted with Sprague ard knew his

By Chief Bolte’s plan, 
he say s the cost will not ex ceed $15 
a y ear for $5,600, 
which is only a

in his plan.

The first of the applicants to hav e 
a hearing * was J ames McCormick, 
who lhas applied for a license to con­ 
duct a saloon in West Second street. 
Sev eral witnesses were introduced. 
The questions asked were concerning 
his moral character and the fitness of 
Mr. McCormick to conduct a saloon. 
The other 
applicant to 
hav e a 
hearing was 
Thomas O’Neil, 
who 
would run a saloon 
nex t 
door to 
where 
McCormick 
would 
locate. 
J ohn Titsworth acting as 
attorney 
for the “ drv s” upheld the dry side 
of the hearing. 
The questions asked 
about Mr. O'Neil were along the same 
lines as those asked about Mr. Mc­ 
Cormick. 
The commissioners took 
the granting of these two licenses un­ 
der adv isement and the hearing of 
the other sev en applicants 
was set 
for Monday morning. 
The city council will meet tonight 
in an adjourned session and their ac­ 
tion, on the proposed ordinance to 
regulate the saloons, is watched with j 
interest. 
If the council passes 
the 
ordinance 
restricting the 
saloons 
from the residence district of the 
city and confining them to the busi­ 
ness district as is proposed, it will at 
least kill the granting of licenses to 
three men, if the same boundaries are 
used as were discussed at their meet­ 
ing, Tuesday night. 
The ordinance, if passed as read 
would create a nov el sigtHt in the way 
of saloons. 
All screens and blinds 
would be done awav with, giv ing a 
clear v iew of the interiqj^ Sev eral 
attorney ’s hav e ex pressed themselv es 
that the ordinance would not stand 
and if passed the “ wets” will proba­ 
bly make a fight 
against its pro­ 
v isions. 
Two more men hav e giv en notice 
that they will apply to the c o m m is­ 
sioners at their April meeting for a 
saloon license. This brings the total 
number up to elev en.

It is a new fo rce in 
Am erican po litics, the effects 
o f which no o ne can as y et 
fo resee. 
The general belief is th at it 
w ill resu lt either in captu ring the Re­ 
pu blican party o r in the fo rm atio n o f 
a new party , altho u gh its fo u nders de­ 
ny th a t it is in any sense a new party 
no w. 
Its chief pu rpo se is the^adv ance- 
m ent o f pro gressiv e legislatio n. Amo ng 
Its charter m em bers are nine United 
S tates senato rs, six go v erno rs, thirteen 
co ngressm en and o thers who are fa­ 
mo u s thro u gho u t the land. 
The o fficers o f the new o rganizatio n 
are as fo llo ws: 
President, Senato r Jo nathan Bo urne, Jr., 
Oreg o n; first v ice president, Representa­ 
tiv e Geo rg e W. No rris, Nebraska; seco nd 
v ice president. Go v erno r Chase S. Osbo rn, 
Michig an; treasurer, Charles R. Crane, 
Chicag o ;

aries. 
The platfo rm o f the leagu e bears o u t 
th is idea. 
It is as fo llo ws: 
We, the undersig ned, asso ciate o urselv es j 
to g ether as the Natio nal Pro g ressiv e Re­ 
publican leag ue. 
The o bject o f the leag ue is the pro mo ­ 
tio n o f po pular g o v ernment and pro g res­ 
siv e leg islatio n. 
Po pular g o v ernment in America has 
been thwarted and pro g ressiv e leg islatio n 
strang led by the special interests which 
co ntro l caucuses, deleg ates, co nv entio ns 
and party o rg anizatio ns and thro ug h co n­ 
tro l o f the machinery , o f g o v ernment dic-( 
tate no minatio ns and platfo rms, elect ad­ 
ministratio ns, leg ts‘atures, representativ es 
in co ng ress and United States senato rs 
and co ntro l cabinet o fficers. 
Under ex isting co nditio ns leg islatio n in 
the public interest has been baffled and 
defeated. 
This is ev idenced by the lo ng 
strug g le to secure laws, but partially ef­ 
fectiv e, fo r the co ntro l o f railway rates 
and serv ices, the rev isio n o f the tariff in 
the interest o f the pro ducer and co nsum­ 
er, statutes dealing with trusts and co m­ 
binatio ns based o n so und eco no mic prin­ 
ciples as applied to mo dern Industrial and 
co mmercial co nditio ns; a wise, co mpre­ 
hensiv e and impartial reco nstructio n o f 
the banking and mo netary laws; the co n­ 
serv atio n o f co al, o il, g as, timber, water 
po wers and o ther natural reso urces be­ 
lo ng ing to the peo ple, and fo r the enact­ 
ment o f all leg islatio n so lely fo r the co m­ 
mo n g o o d. 
Just in pro po rtio n as po pular g o v ern­ 
ment has in certain states superseded the 
deleg ate co nv entio n sy stem and the peo ­ 
ple hav e assumed co ntro l o f the machin­ 
ery o f g o v ernment has g o v ernment be­ 
co me respo nsiv e to the po pular will and 
pro g ressiv e leg islatio n been secured. 
The Pro g ressiv e Republican leag ue be­ 
liev es that po pular g o v ernment is funda­ 
mental to all o ther questio ns. To this end 
It adv o cates; 
The electio n o f United Stales senato rs 
by direct v o te o f the peo ple. 
Direct primaries fo r the no minatio n o f 
all electiv e o fficials. 
The direct electio n o f deleg ates to na­ 
tio nal co nv entio ns, with o ppo rtunity fo r 
the v o ter to ex press his cho ice fo r presi­ 
dent and v ice president. 
Amendments to state co nstitutio ns pro ­ 
v iding fo r the initiativ e, referendum and 
recall. 
A tho ro ug hg o ing co rrupt practices act. 
The leag ue will co -o perate with pro g res­ 
siv es in the sev eral states and wherev er 
acceptable will render assistance in pro ­ 
mo ting the o rg anizatio n o f state leag ues. 
Whenev er requested by any pro g ressiv e 
state leag ue o r by pro g ressiv e leaders in 
state leg islatures the Natio nal Pro g res­ 
siv e Republican leag ue will aid in the 
preparatio n o f appro priate bills and reso ­ 
lutio ns and will furnish speakers and lit­ 
erature in suppo rt o f leg islativ e actio n 
upo n the pro po sitio n enumerated in the 
fiv o parag raphs set fo rth in the fo reg o ing 
declaratio n o f principles. 


Many Campaig ns Planned. 
Senato r Bo u rne say s th a t the leagu e 
will o rganize an aggressiv e cam paign, 
fo rm state leagu es, pu sh pro gressiv e 
legislatio n in Demo cratic as well as 
R epu blican legislatu res and enlarge Its 
m em bership 
thro u gho u t 
the 
land. 
H eadqu arters will be taken in W ash­ 
ingto n. and Senato r Bo u rne will de­ 
v o te all his av ailable tim e to the wo rk. 
N ew m em bers will be elected by a m a­ 
jo rity o f the present mem bership. The 
leagu e is no t a mere spo radic affair, 
b u t is intended to be perm anent. 
Sev ­ 
eral men o f w ealth are co nnected w ith 
th e o rganizatio n, and it is u ndersto o d 
th a t a co nsiderable cam paign fu nd has 
already been raised. 
It is pro po sed to 
send literatu re and speakers thro u gh­ 
o u t the co u ntry . 
The o fficials o f the leagu e say th at 
it is no t designed to adv ance the fo r­ 
tu nes o f any man. 
F o r this reaso n 
bo th Senato rs Cu m mins and La Fo l­ 
lette, who hav e been m entio ned in 
co nnectio n w ith the presidential no mi­ 
natio n in 19 12, are no t inclu ded in 


pro m inent 
po sitio ns, 
bu t 
are 
plain 
members. Mo re significant still. Co lo nel 
Theo do re Ro o sev elt is no t a member. 
The statem ent w as giv en o u t th at he 
had been inv ited to jo in, bu t that 
while in sy m pathy w ith the pu rpo ses 
o f the new o rganizatio n he had no t de­ 
cided to beco me a m em ber y et. 
A New Yo rk paper printed a sto ry 
to the effect th at it w as du e to su g­ 
gestio ns o f leagu e o fficers them selv es 
th a t the co lo nel did no t sign the ro ll. 
H e had,been ready eno u gh to jo in, so 
said this paper, bu t it w as feared th at 
if he did the mo v e wo u ld l>e misco n­ 
stru ed into a thy *d term pro po sitio n, 
and he w as adv ised to keep o u t fo r a 
tim e at least. 
So me attach signifi 
cance to the fact th a t Senato r Bo u rne, 
the “seco nd electiv e term ” man, is at 
the head o f the leagu e and Giffo rd 
Pincho t, Jam es R. Garfield and o ther 
w arm friends o f Ro o sev elt are pro m i­ 
nent in the m em bership. 
They also 
po int to the fact th a t the co lo nel is 
o n an ex tensiv e lectu re to u r co v ering 
the pro gressiv e and so u thern states. 


New Party Seen. 


In W ashingto n the o rganizatio n o f 
the leagu e is generally regarded as the 
beginning o f a new party . 
At least 
this is the co nstru ctio n placed o n it 
by enem ies o f the mo v ement. 
These 
say th at the leagu e will m ake its first 
fight to prev ent President T aft’s re­ 
no m inatio n in the Repu blican natio nal 
co nv entio n and, failing in that, will 


giaa to nav e tneir attentio n cnned to 
the fact so th a t they m ight co mment. 
This wo u ld indicate th at the Ou tlo o k 
and presu m ably Co lo nel Ro o sev elt are 
at least no t u nfriendly to the leagu e, 
an idea th at is bo rne o u t by the fact 
that befo re lau nching the W ashingto n 
o rganizatio n 
its 
pro m o ters 
were in 
co nference w ith Mr. Ro o sev elt and by 
the additio nal fact th at a t abo u t the 
tim e they fo rm ed their Organizatio n 
and anno u nced their principles—v iz, o n 
Jan, 21—Co lo nel Ro o sev elt in the Ou t­ 
lo o k gav e . o u t a platfo rm o f princi­ 
ples strikingly like their o wn. 
There are tw o particu lars in which 
the leagu e fo rmed in W ashingto n de­ 
v iated fro m the plan o riginaily v pro ­ 
po sed by the w riter, and bo th when 
taken in co nnectio n w ith a third fact 
are so m ew hat significant. 
My pro po s­ 
al w as th at the o rganizatio n be made 
no npartisan, inv iting in Repu blicans 
and m em bers o f all 
parties. 
The 
W ashingto n o rganizatio n is 
Repu b­ 
lican. 
I su ggested th at the leagu e 
pro ceed fro m the peo ple u pw ard, being 
o rganized first in the electio n districts, 
then in the co u nties, nex t into state 
leagu es and finally into a natio nal 
leagu e. 
The 
W ashingto n 
plan 
re­ 
v erses this pro cess, startin g fro m the 
to p do w nw ard, fo rm ing the natio nal 
leagu e first and giv ing the co ntro l o f 
m em bership and all su bsequ ent o r­ 
ganizatio n into its hands. 
The third significant fact is th a t o ne 
o f the planks o f the leagu e platfo rm 
ado pted at W ashingto n pro v ides fo r 
the direct electio n o f delegates to the 
natio nal co nv entio n and po pu lar ex ­ 
pressio n o f preferences fo r president 
and v ice president.

signature. 
Bonner declared that the 
check was not signed by Sprague, but 
was forged. 
Tn cross 
ex amination 
the defense 
attempted to 
make it 
plain to :he jurv that the witness was 
not any more familiar with Sprague 
signature than he was w :h Noble’s, 
Tthe check was introduce« ! 
evidence 
and ex hibited to the jury. 
The State placed James Caskey, ed­ 
itor and'publisher of the Greensburg 
News, on the stand, lie testified that 
he talked with Noble the morning af­ 
ter the murder, but little or nothing 
was said of the murder. He spoke to 
him the second time, according to the 
testimony, in tthe court room, w’hen 
Noble re-affirmed that the confession 
was voluntary and that the sheriff 
used no influence to get his signature. 
In cross ex amination the newspaper 
man declared that while the jury was 
out in the Noble trial at Greensburg, 
he remarked to Noble that the jury 
was disagreeing. 
lie said Noble re­ 
plied, “I wish they would come out. I 
am guilty and I am ready to take my 
medicine.” 
Perry Capper of Letts 
testified 
riiat he was at the Sprague home on 
the Monday afternoon following tlu 
murder. 
He answered 
even more 
than he was asked. Capper asserted 
that he found a shell in the Sprague 
barnyard that 
afternoon, 
near a 
fence and not far distant from tracks 
which lead toward Merritt 
Webb’s 
home. He said it had rained the night 
before but that the shell was not wet. 
The defendant's attorneys brougfht 
out that Capper was not related and 
scarcely acquainted with Sprague or 
the defendant, but that he went to 
the 
scene 
of the 
murder 
purely 
through curiosity. 
In rebuttal, after 
the defense had brought it out, Cap­ 
per asserted that the tracks in the 
com field looked as if they had been 
made by a man having on no shoes, 
but wearing a pair of sox . 
John H. Gibson of near Forest Hill, 
Decatur county, was put on the stand 
by the State. He testified that he and 
his wife were at the Sprague home on 
the morning after the 
murder and 
heard several remarks by Ben Noble. 
He stated that Noble said within his 
hearing that he came down stairs two 
or three steps at a time, falling most 
of the way. 
He also stated 
Noble 
said that Sprague had only one ene­ 
my he knew of. 
Sam. N. Patterson, sheriff of Deca-^ 
tur county, was the most important 
witness of the morning. 
He 
very 
briefly told the story of the murder, 
that part of it in which he was con­ 
nected in an official position. 
The 
sheriff declared that he arrived at the 
Sprague home about three o’clock 
Monda.y morning and was there until 
eight, when he arrested 
Noble and 
took him back to 
Greensburg. 
He 
stated he found Noble lying down by 
the stove in the kitchen and later no­ 
ticed the shotgun sitting in the par­ 
lor. The sheriff said it looked as if it 
had been shot and there were powder 
bums in the barrel. According to his 
testimony, he removed the shell which 
he found in the gun and kept it. 
A 
shell wTas ex hibited and he identified 
it as the one which he had taken from 
the gun. 
The fitn ess stated that he talked 
with Noble concerning the murder as 
to who could possibly be guilty. 
He 
described his actions in the 
house, 
saying that he went to Noble’s room 
$n the second floor and found that 
the bed had not been disturbed with 
the 
ex ception of the covers at the 
foot, where it looked like 
someone 
had lain. He said Noblev told him he 
had arrived 
home 
about 
eleven 
o’clock that night and that he had 
gone to bed, being awakened by Mrs. 
Sprague’s screams. 


Sheriff Patterson 
declared 
that 


Noble promised him to tell him jw 
committed the -crime if he would ta 
him to some place where he. would 
safe. He said he took the prisoner t|> 
the Marion county 
jail and on thfc 
nex t afternoon, Noble tol4 him he 
killed Sprague. He said that he wrote 
on an old envel<>pe what Noble said 
and that he (Noble) signed it of his 
own free will. 
The defense objected 
to the sheriff stating the contents of 
the confession, but allowed the State 
to introduce the signed confession as 
evidence. 
The confession, as signed by Ben 
Noble himself, is as follows: 
“July 
19,% 1910. I went home. Ate my sup­ 
per. 
Then went upstairs to bed. 
I 
worried about him not staying with 
his contract. Then went downstairs, 
got the gun and; went into this bed 
and killed him.” 
On cross ex amination, the defend­ 
ant’s attorneys attempted to show the 
sheriff tried to 
coerce 
Noble into 
making the signed confession. 
The 
defense succeeded in 
proving that 
I%tterson remembered 
some things 
very distinctly and others he could 
not recall at all. 
He denied that he 
told Noble to get a lawyer and that 
he was present when tthe coroner took 
Noble’s statement at the jail. 
\ “Did you not take Noble to the 
Marion county jail the first time on 
your own account?” asked Noble’s 
attorney. 
“No sir, he* said he 
wanted to be 
taken away for safe keeping.” 
The defense brought out that Noble 
was taken back to Greensburg three 
times before he was sent 
here for 
trial, and that the sheriff took him 
back to Indianapolis the second time 
on his own account and not because 
the 
prisoner 
wished to go. 
The 
sheriff testified ihat the deputy pros­ 
ecutor, George W. Bruce, went with 
him and Noble on the first trip to In­ 
dianapolis. and that he did not con­ 
fer with the other officials at afi dur­ 
ing the trip. He reiterated his previ­ 
ous statements that Noble voluntari­ 
ly signed the statement of his own 
accord an*} that he promised him 
nothing for the confession. 
He was 
strong in his denial that he offered 
Noble any inducement for the con­ 
fession. 
Sheriff Patterson admitted that he 
gave orders to the jailer not to let 
anyone see Noble, but he could not 
remember that he had given strict 
orders to keep the deputy prosecutor 
out. 
He said that there was no a r­ 
rangement with the court that Noble 
should be given a light, sentence if 
he pleaded guilty. The sheriff finally 
admitted that he asked Ben Noble to 
tell two newspaper men that he had 
been treated well by the sheriff and 
that he (Patterson) had 
not taken 
him 
through 
any 
“third 
degree” 
methods to get his confession. 
The 
defense attempted to show that the 
sheriff had tried to fortify himself 
against any suspicion that he had 
used “third degree” methods by 
a s k ­ 
ing Noble to speak as he did to the 
(newspaper men. 
Before that it was 
brought out by the defense that No­ 
ble had said he did not \(ant to see a 
Greensburg 
attorney, 
because 
he 
thought the attorney was a newspa­ 
per man. 
Jesse W. Rucker, 
physician 
and 
publisher of the Greensburg Graphic, 
testified that he was 
taken to the 
Marion county jail on Friday after 
the murder by the sheriff and that 
Noble, when he saw the written con­ 
fession, declared it was his and that 
he had signed it voluntarily. 
Noble 
is alleged to have told Rucker during 
that interview that Sprague had hir­ 
ed him to help with the farm work 
and that he had been compelled to 
do most of it. 
Rucker said Noble 
told him Mrs. Sprague treated him as 
a mother would. 
Merritt Webb, 
who 
lives on the 
farm adjoining the Sprague farm tes­ 
tified that Noble called 
him about 
midnight on the night of the murder 
and said that Sprague had been kill­ 
ed. 
Webb enumerated the incidents 
of the night after he and his family 
arrived at the Sprague home. He de­ 
clared that he heard Mrs. Sprague 
screaming continually. He said they 
met Noble at the gate leading to the 
Sprague home and he followed them 
into the house. 
Webb attempted to 
tell what Mrs. Sprague whispered in 
his ear, when he entered but the de­ 
fense objected. Webb finally blurted 
out 
that Mrs. Sprague 
whispered 
“Ben did it. 
Watch him.” 
He said 
that he and Ben stood at the foot of 
the bed where Sprague lay and that 
Noble muttered, “My God, Mr. Webb, 
aint it awful f ” 
Webb testified that his son Don­ 
ald was sent after the neighbors al­ 


though Noble wanted to call 
them. 
He said he heard Noble remark to 
Mrs. Sprague, “Gert, don’t take on 
so.” 
He asserted that 
Noble told 
him he came home at fen o’clock that 
night, went to bed and was awakened 
by Mrs. Sprague’s screams. He said 
Noble said he fell asleep down stairs. 
Webb testified that he went upstairs 
and found that the bed had not been 
disturbed with the ex ception of the 
covers at the foot. In cross ex amin­ 
ation it was brought out that, while 
out cutting wood, Noble 
told Webb 
that he 
knew of only one 
enemy 
Sprague had and tfhat was a neigh­ 
bor 
named 
Stropue, with 
wh^m 
Sprague had trouble over breaking a 
colt. 
Mrs. Merritt 
Webb and 
Donald 
Webb, son of Mr. and Mrs. Merritt 
Webb, were both placed on the stand 
in succession and each* testified to 
practically the same facts that Mr. 
Webb related. 
Dr. E. B. Gulliford, coroner of De­ 
catur county was the first 
witness 
placed on the stand by the State this 
morning. 
He testified that he had 
been called to the Sprague home on 
the morning after the 
murder; had 
viewed Sprague’s body as he lay in 
bed^ saw the shot had entered the 
murdered man’s head 
under right 
ear and lodged in top of his head and 
that there were no marks about the 
wound. Due to the fact that the coro­ 
ner had 
forgotten 
the 
shot 
gun, 
found in the Sprague home, he was 
sent back to Greensburg and request­ 
ed to appear tomorrow morning. 
Mrs. Sprague was placed on the 
stand again by the defense and ques­ 
tioned in regard to the incident on 
the day of the murderr'wlien Sprague 
is alleged to have given Noble $2 to 
hire a rig. 
Great difficulty was ex ­ 
perienced 
on 
account 
of 
Mrs. 
Sprague’s inability to speak above a 
whisper. 
She persisted in ex plain­ 
ing her answers other than by say- 
yes 
or no. 
Both 
indirect 
and 
cross ex amination she asserted that 
her husband told her he gave Noble 
$2 but that, she did not remember 
that it was to be used to pay for a 
rag. 
'in State’s 
ex amination, Mrs. 
Sprague said she told Merritt Webb 


her husband gave Noble $5 on Satur­ 
day and $2 on Sunday. 
In the de­ 
fense’s ex amination she testified that 
it was only a few minutes from tihe 
time she was awakened until she was 
in the kitchen. Mrs. Sprague stated 
that she did not remember what part 
of the gun barrel she touched and 
that she did not grip i t 
At the close of the opening state­ 
ments made by the State and the de­ 
fense late yesterday afternoon, after 
the jury had been impanelled, Mrs.

$5 0 0 , because o f the additio nal rev e­ 
nue it wo uld bring the city . 
Kept to his bed fro m illness, the 
may o r watched f the clo sing day s o f 
the legislature with

wo uld get a petitio n with eno ugh sig­ 
natures to ho ld a recall electio n. 
If a 
fello w failed to enfo rce the laws, the 
preachers wo uld get eno ugh signa­ 
tures to call an electio n. 
“ Why , y o k kno w darned well if 
there had been a recall law, the brew­ 
ers -wo uld hav e had a recall electio n 
during the first six mo nths I was in 
o ffice, the way I was go ing after sa­ 
lo o n keepers.”

Indianapo lis, March 9 .—Because o f 
the new emplo y ers’ liability law, pass­ 
ed at the recent sessio n o f the legis­ 
lature, liability insurance rates in In­ 
diana hav e undergo ne an av erage in­ 
crease o f 1 0 0 per cent. 
This law, in­ 
surance men and emplo y ers say de­ 
priv es the emplo y er o f all defense. 
Insurance men ex plain the increased 
rates by say ing th a t th e y h a d to in­ 
crease th e ir p re m iu m receipts o n po li­ 
cies to o ffset th e increased ex pendi­ 
tures th e new law is ex pected to in­ 
cur in the way o f damages. 
The in­ 
creases 
in schedules is graduated. 
Rates o n the mo re hazardo us o ccupa­ 
tio ns, such as wo o d and sto ne wo rk­ 
ers, hav e ; o ne up fro m 3 0 to 40 cents 
to $1 and o v er, while risks such as 
bakers h av • no t been increased mo re 
than a few ‘o nts.

Th e importance of good roads h as 
been a subject of much discussion 
h ere, and various meth ods of road 
working h ave been tried in an ex- 
perimemtal way.

a county practice. 
Th e use of th e 
drag h as become general, it seems, in 
every county wh ere it h as been given 
a fair trial. 
In Hancock county th e 
I experiment h as been lately made with 
th e result th at h alf a dozen drags 
i h ave been purch ased by th e county. 
1 Th e Greenfield Reporter says : 
Th e use of road drags in Hancock 
county h as come to be recognized as 
a great benefit and a money saver for 
th e county. 
At th e last meeting of 
th e county commissioners th ey pur­ 
ch ased h alf a dozen road drags of 
two different sizes. 
Th ese 
will 
be 
used by th e road supervisors to keep 
^h e roads in 
condition. 
In 
several 
places drags h ave been used as an 
experiment and th e 
result 
was so 
satisfactory and so 
far ah ead 
of 
wh at was expected th at th e order for 
drags was placed at once. 
After a rain or a freeze and th aw, 
th e dragging of a road ligh tly puts it 
in good condition so th at th e wh eels 
of a veh icle do not cut th rough amd 
th e road bed is left level and solid.

San Anto nio , March 9 .—The mo bili- 
zatio n o f the largest fo rce o f regu lar 
tro o ps since the day s o f the Spanish- 
American 
war, 
repo rts 
sho w, 
is 
pro ceeding with smo o thness and reg­ 
u larity . Fro m all parts o f the co u ntry 
tro o ps are no w speeding fro m their 
statio ns, where,, they hav e fo r mo nths 
enjo y ed the peacefu l ro u tine o f garri­ 
so n du ty , to the so u thern fro ntier, 
there to be mo lded into a ho mo gene­ 
o u s army , f^’ly prepared fo r any po s­ 
sible serv ice. 
Hu ndreds o f telegrams 
hav e been receiv ed telling o f the ce­ 
lerity with which the u nex pected o r­ 
ders hav e been carried o u t. 
No t a 
hitch has been enco u ntered and prac­ 
tically the entire fo rce o f 20,000 men 
is no w o n the mo v e fo r Tex as and 
lo wer Califo rnia. It is practically cer­ 
tain no w that within fiv e day s the mo ­ 
bilizatio n at Fo rt Sam Ho u sto n, at 
Gu antanamo and at San Diego will 
hav e been co mpleted. 
So me o f the o rganizatio ns fro m 
nearby po sts are already beginning to 
arriv e here. 
The great part o f the 
tro o ps, ho wev er, will no t reach San 
Anto nio u ntil the latter part o f the 
week. 
By Su nday it is ex pected all 
o f the o rganizatio ns will hav e arriv ed 
here and be ready fo r o rders. 
The army no w gathering will be 
co mplete in ev ery detail. 
It will be 
co mpo sed o f infantry , cav alry , field ar­ 
tillery , engineer co rps, signal co rps— 
In fact, all the elements that go 
to ward making u p a fighting army . 
There will be thirty -six co mpanies o f 
co ast artillery withdrawn fro m their 
pro per statio ns o n the Atlantic and 
gu lf co ast to serv e tempo rarily at Gal­ 
v esto n as infantry tro o ps. 
Fro m no w u ntil the end o f the week 
tro o ps will be po u ring into San An­ 
to nio day and night. 
A city o f tents 
is springing u p here su ch as has no t 
been seen in this co u ntry since 189 8. 
General Carter, who will be in co m­ 
mand o f the div isio n with headqu ar­ 
ters here, is no w enro u te fro m Wash­ 
ingto n. He waited at the war depart­ 
ment u ntil he was satisfied that the 
great bo dy o f tro o ps no w co nv erging 
u po n Fo rt Sam Ho u sto n were fairly 
entrained and headed fo r their desti­ 
natio n. 
General Carter is assistant 
to Majo r General WTo o d, chief o f staff. 
He o ccu pied a similar po st as chief 
assistant to Adju tant General Co rbin 
at the war department in the Spanish 
war day s. Since that time he has had 
mu ch ex perience in the field as co m­ 
mander o f the department of Lu zo n in 
the Philippines and as chief o f the de­ 
partment of the lakes at Chicago . 


Going to See Big Show. 
Washingto n, March 9.—In additio n 
to the 20,000 regu lar tro o ps no w o n 
their way to Tex as, the staff and line 
o fficers o f the militia thro u gho u t the 
co u ntry , 8,000 in nu mber, will be in­ 
v ited to go to Tex as and witness the 
maneu v ers. The militia o rganizatio ns 
themselv es will no t, it is ex pected, be 
called into the war game, and the o ffi­ 
cers o f the state o rganizatio ns will no t 
all be at the headqu arters in San An­ 
to nio at the same time. They will be 
inv ited In batches o ff and o n while 
the maneu v ers are in pro gress.

St. Petersbu rg, March 9 .—The fact 
that o nly twenty peo ple o u t o f

were sav ed in the fire at the mo v ing 
pictu re sho w at Bo lo go e o n Mo nday 
night was largely du e to the sho wman 
telling the au dience befo re hand that 
the pictu res wo u ld be acco mpanied by 
appro priate so u nds and that they need 
no t he alarmed. 
When the ex plo sio n 
o f the film o ccu rred 
a majo rity o f the 
spectato rs, therefo re, tho u ght ¿hat it 
was part o f the entertainment. Ev en 
the cries o f “fire” were lau ghed at. 
A nu mber o f men escaped by tramp­ 
ling the wo men and children u nder 
their feet.

Foreign Governments That Uncle 


Sam Is Still In the Police Business. 


Washingto n, March 9. — Gradu ally 
u nfo lding itself i3 the situ atio n which 
has resu lted in the su dden mo v ement 
o f 20,000 tro o ps to ward the Mex ican 
fro ntier and the hu rry ing o f 2,000 ma­ 
rines and fiv e warships to the gu lf. Of­ 
ficials o f the war and nav y depart­ 
ments still co ntend that the mo biliza­ 
tio n. o f o ne-qu arter o f the entire regu ­ 
lar army alo ng the Mex ican line is fo r 
the pu rpo se o i ho lding jo int army and 
nav y war games, bu t the fact that it 
la intended chiefly as a military dem­ 
o nstratio n fo r the pro tectio n o f Amer­ 
ican and o ther fo reign pro perties in 
Mex ico is beco ming mo re certain. 
There is, ho wev er, ano ther co nsid­ 
eratio n which influ enced the president 
and his adv isers to o rder this impres­ 
siv e fo rce to the Mex ican fro ntier. It 
has been learned that Mex ico abo u t 
two weeks ago fo rmally pro tested to 
the state department that the Ameri­ 
can side o f the div iding line was no t 
being pro perly patro lled. The co nten­ 
tio n o f the Mex ican go v ernment was 
that the rev o lu tio nists had been able 
to u se the American side as a base o f 
o peratio ns. 
The pro test o n the part 
o f Mex ico u ndo u btedly has been co n- 
» ldered in co nnectio n with the desire 
o f this go v ernment to Indicate its dis­ 
po sitio n to insu re the pro tectio n o f 
fo reign pro pery in Mex ico in the ev ent 
o f the Diaz go v ernment failing to co pe 
with the situ atio n. 


W ill Not Cross Frontier. 


It is apparent fro m dev elo pments 
that the ex trao rdinary mo v ement o f 
tro o ps to the Mex ican bo rder is pu re­ 
ly a precau tio n. At present the Unit­ 
ed States has no intentio n o f cro ssing 
the fro ntier into Mex ico . The pu rpo se 
o f sending the tro o ps into Tex as is 
merely to hav e them av ailable in the 
ev ent o f a co ntingency endangering 
American o r o ther fo reign interests in 
Mex ico . 
Also the mo bilizatio n is in­ 
tended to fo restall any fo rmal repre­ 
sentatio ns L / Eu ro pean go v ernments. 
By its activ ity the United States tacit- 
; ly no tifies the Eu ro pean po wers that 
j It stands ready to pro tect fo reign 
j pro perty if the Diaz administratio n 
I fails in its du ty . This is u ndo u btedly 
the interpretatio n pu t u po n the actio n 
o f the war and nav y departments by 
the representativ es o f fo reign go v ern- 
mens In Washingto n. To su m u p the 
•ltuation, the United States is mass­ 
ing two -thirds o f the entire regu lar 
army no w in the co u ntry 
along the 
Mex ican bo rder fo r the pu rpo se o f 
aweing the Mex ican rev o lu tio nists, o f 
pu tting the United States fo rces in a 
po sitio n to act in the ev ent o f an emer­ 
gency , and o f qu ieting any apprehen­ 
sio ns that fo reign go v ernments may 
hav e had o f their interests in Mex ico . 


England’s Polite Denial. 
A denial was made by o fficers o f the 
British embassy that any fo rmal rep­ 
resentatio ns had been made to the 
state department in regard to the Mex ­ 
ican situ atio n by Ambassado r Bry ce. 
There is still a stro ng impressio n in 
Washingto n, ho wev er, that the British 
ambassado r has discu ssed the Mex i­ 
can situ atio n info rmally with o fficers 
o f the state department and that the 
pro test o f the Pearso n sy ndicate, a 
British co rpo ratio n, against the lack o f 
pro tectio n affo rded its pro perty by the 
Diaz go v ernment had so mething to do 
with the final decisio n o n the part o f 
the United States au tho rities to ru sh 
tro o ps to ward the Mex ican fro ntier. 
The pro po sed army and nav y man­ 
eu v ers are o f co u rse merely incidental 
to the main pu rpo se. 
They affo rd a 
co nv enient clo ak fo r co v ering the fact 
that the United States go v ernment is 
at all alarmed o v er the situ atio n in 
Mex ico . 
Plans are being pu shed no w 
fo r these maneu v ers, and they will be 
carried thro u gh in great detail if no th­ 
ing mo re serio u s div erts the attentio n 
o f the fo rces. 
Fu rther ev idence has been o btained 
o f the fact that Henry Lane Wilso n. 
United States ambassado r *o Mex ico , 
made a glo o my repo rt to the state de­ 
partment in his co nferences here u po n 
the situ atio n in Mex ico , and there is 
no lo nger ro o m fo r do u bt that what he 
said had a go o d deal to do with the 
su dden decisio n of the army and nav y 
au tho rities to co ncentrate a 
force near 
the Mex ican frontier.
